ATLANTA, GA.—Pulpwood, the raw material of the pulp and paper industry, was har- 
vested in 90 per cent of the South's counties during 1962. On the accompanying map, pre- 
pared by the Southern Pulpwood Conservation Association, Atlanta, the blacked-out area 
covers those counties which shared in supplying $500 million worth of wood to the South's 
pulp and paper mills. Pointing out that this indicates the extent of the pulp and paper 
industry's importance to communities throughout the region, SPCA General Manager 
H. J, Malsberger said also that the South produced 60 per cent of the nation's total harvest 
of pulpwood in 1962. "Production in this region," he added, "was greater than that of any 
single foreign country or of any area of comparable size in the world."

This pro- 
gram makes use of native gras- 
ses which might otherwise be 
lost and no damage is done to 
the young pine trees by using 
a rotation system.

DETROIT (AP) — Directors 


of Chrysler Corp., which split 
its stock 2-for-l last April, voted 
today to recommend to share- 
holders the stock be split again 
in the same ratio. 


The directors, wh6 met in 


New York, declared a dividend 
of 25 cents a share for the 
fourth quarter of 1963 and also 
declared a dividend for the first 
quarter of 1964 and 25 cents on 
each share of stock after giving 
effect to the proposed stock 
split. 


In effect, the moves meant 


that Chrysler, which had paid a 
25-cent quarterly dividend since 
1961, would be paying $1 on 
stock 
issued before 
the two 


splits. 


Chrysler reported net earn- 


ings for the third quarter of 
1963 at $22.8 million, equal to 
Si.22 per share, compared with 
$3.2 million or 18 cents a share 
in the third quarter a year ago. 
Dollar sales in the third quar- 
ter were $661 million, compared 
with $472 million in the similar 
period of 1962. 


The fourth-quarter dividend is 


payable Dec. 2 to shareholders 
of record Nov. 7. The first-quar- 
ter dividend will be payable 
March 2, 1964, to shareholders 
of record next Feb. 6.
